Thinking a few words from this part of the Lord's s vineyard, be 
take the time to.write to 20h.

The Salt Lake Herald notes the: following postal changes: On the last 
day of the session of the late Congréss, tue ul for a special postage stamp, 
which will entitle letters bearing it to immediate delivery, became a law. It 
applies to all towns of over 4,000 inhabfthfits, and will therefore apply to Salt 
Lake and Ogden. The cost: of the special. stemp will bo ten cents, and letters 
thus stamped are, on arrival, to be tiketi at once by messenger to the parties 
addressed if within the carrier limit af a free delivery office, or within one 
mile of the postoffice in a town of the Specified: population having no carrier 
delivery. The effect will be to introduce a: messenger system in the postoffice 
department, similar to the telegraph: and t. lep hone system, thus doing a great 
deal to pave the way for a postal telegraph union. The new stamp will not 
de in use before July Ist, when other changes in the postal rates and services 
will take effect. On that date the weight ol single rate letters will be
